President Gonzalez, vote of 
no-confidence explained in 
40-page document

The assessment of the long- 
standing conflict between the 
President's Office and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the Faculty 
Senate at Sacramento State, and 
recommendations to resolve these 
issues were presented this week. 

Last year, the conflict resulted 
in a vote of no-confidence by the 
faculty of President Alexander 
Gonzalez. In an effort to move 
forward, faculty members and the 
administration enlisted the help 
of the Center for Collaborative 
Policy. The center works to assess 
conflict and devise strategies to 
overcome conflict through the use 
of collaborative strategies. 

The center released a 40-page 
report, called the “Assessment Re- 
port of Governance, Culture, and 
Climate at California State Uni- 
versity, Sacramento,’ that identi- 
fied internal and external factors 
that cause stress on campus. The 
assessment was written by Susan 
Sherry, executive director for the 


Center for Collaborative Policy, 


and David Booher, senior consul- 
tant for the Center for Collabora-

Demonstrators want to halt 10 percent fee increase, budget cuts

When student Ashley Andreoni 
found out that she was pregnant last 
spring, she had a difficult decision to 
make: finish school or drop out to get 
a full-time job. 

Andreoni, junior English major at 
sacramento State, decided to stay in 
school. But she is worried that budget 
cuts and fee increases will make it dif- 
ficult for her to graduate. 

“I don't have the luxury of waiting a 
semester to take classes that I need to 
graduate,’ she said. 


Andreoni was one of several speak- 
ers who addressed Sac State students, 
administration, faculty and staff at a 
rally to protest Gov. Arnold Schwar- 
zeneggers proposed budget cuts to 
the California State University system 
and student fee increases on April 16. 

The rally was organized by Asso- 
ciated Students Inc. to get students 
involved in the fight against the pro- 
posed budget cuts, which include a 
10 percent student fee increase for the 
CSU system. 

More than 50 Sac State students and 
faculty members, marched in a circle 
carrying picket signs to protest the 


budget cuts and fee increases. 

“What do we want? Free education! 
When do we want it? Now!” the pro- 
testors chanted. 

Robert Torres, ASI secretary of State 
Affairs, told the crowd: “It is time for 
students to stand up and tell the gov- 
ernor and legislature that education is 
a right?” 

Sac State President Alexander Gon- 
zalez said the CSU needs to stop the 
proposed cuts or there will be a fee 
increase. ‘The state needs to roll back 
fees to make sure students get the af-

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recalls 
selfless 


daughter

Those who knew her agree the world lost an im- 
portant asset on April 12 when Kirsten Ross was 
involved in what would be a fatal accident involv- 
ing a fire engine. 

“We used to call her the Tasmanian devil because 
she was spinning in so many directions and always 
doing so much. People came before her; she never 
wanted to be the center of attention. She never said 
it's all about me - it was all about them,’ remem- 
bers Ross’ mother Hazel Tetrick. 

Ross was a student at Sacramento State and cur- 
rently in her third year. She was interested in crim- 
inal justice and had recently decided to pursue her 
dreams of becoming a corporate lawyer. 

“We had just talked about it last week and she 
had finally made up her mind. She wanted to help 
the little people go after the big corporations,” Tet- 
rick said. 

Tetrick attributes Ross’ decision to the excep- 
tional criminal justice department at Sac State and 
said it was a particular teacher, whose name she 
did not know, who ultimately swayed Ross. 

Tetrick exemplified Ross’ interest in school and 
the importance she placed on attaining an educa- 
tion. Ross often encouraged her friends to take 
school seriously and value their time in college. 

Tetrick said Ross felt shy at school, but had re-

Study: Women 
should date ‘Joes’

Women at Sacramento State 
should seek less eye-catching men, 
researchers of the University of 
Tennessee concluded. — 

Published in February in the 


- Journal of Family and Psychol- 


ogy, the study shows that women 
and men both experience better 
relationships when the woman is 
more attractive than the man. 

James McNulty of the University 
of Tennessee led the study, along 
with other researchers, accord- 
ing to LiveScience.com. McNulty 
claims that men tend to place more 
value on how a woman looks, 
while women tend to look at the 
economic standing of a potential 
life-long mate. Women also seek a 
man who is seen as a good father 
for their future children. 

McNulty could not be reached 
for comment. 

The research included 10 min- 
utes of taping 82 newlywed cou- 
ples who had been together for 
about three years before they got 
married. During the research, 
there were special “coders” who 
rated the wives in order to assess 
whether the male was less attrac- 
tive or not. 

According to LiveScience.com, 
the research states that one-third 
of the couples who attended had 


a more attractive wife, one-third 


had a more attractive husband and 
one-third had equal looks. The 
couples with the more attractive 
wives seemed to be interacting the 
best Way with one another through 
positive responses when a problem 
occurred within the relationship. 

There may be a universal un- 
derstanding to how a man may 
choose his wife, said Patty Wood- 
ward, human sexuality professor at 
Sac State. 

“Men tend to choose a woman 
who is better looking than them, 
and has the ability to carry their 
children,” Woodward said. “They 
have.an innate sense to find a 
woman with child-bearing hips 
or the physical Stattire to carry a 
child” — 

Men may not think that they look 
for attributes such as “child-bear- 
ing hips,’ but studies have shown 
that they do, she said. Similarly, 
women may not think they look 
for a “father-like” figure. 

“With women, _ interestingly 
enough, there is a biological com- 
ponent to find a man who isa good 
provider or husband; she said. 


Society often bases attractiveness 
on culture and media, she said. 

“Somebody as beautiful as Ange- 
lina Jolie is still air-brushed in pic- 
tures and that makes it seem like to 
be a beautiful woman, you have to 
be more than perfect.” 

America is one of the most 
looked-to nations that many other 
nations mimic, so everybody's 
perception of “beautiful” is based 
on what the media tells them it 
is, she said. This can also be true 
when it comes to relationships and 
who a person may choose, Wood- 
ward said. 

Lisa Harrison, associate professor 
of psychology at Sac State, said she 
thinks that those who are seeking 
a significant other tend to look for 
somebody who has looks that are 
either close to or at the same level 
of attractiveness as them. 

Senior business major Marcelle 
Gonzales said she thinks that the 
findings of this research are not 
surprising. 

“If you have ever seen a com- 
mercial with a family and seen the 
husband and wife, you can see that 
the wife is always way more attrac- 
tive than the husband. It seems like 
society gives off this impression 
that ugly men can get any woman 
they want,’ Gonzales said. “This 
gives the idea that women have to 
settle for just any guy. We need to 
upgrade.” 

Agreeing with Gonzales, Wood- 
ward said the way a husband or 
wife is chosen is based on how 
society and the media think a per- 
son should pick a prospective soul 
mate. 

Woodward said that there is no 
solution to finding a‘perfect hus- 
band or wife. 

“We choose based on chemis- 
try and heart. You are not better 
off with somebody who is less or 
more attractive than you,’ she said. 
“There is no formula; it is all indi- 
vidual.” 


Other students felt differently on 


the assessment of physical attri- 
butes and its relevance in relation- 
ships.

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be graduating as she anticipated. 

A communication studies major with an 
emphasis in public relations, she now has to 
take 12 units as a financial aid student since 
one of her history: credits from a commu- 
nity college did not transfer. 

Royston is just one of the many students ex- 
periencing the consequences of the current de- 
gree evaluation backlog at Sacramento State. 

As fall registration already begun, the de- 
gree evaluation office still has about 600 
evaluations — a mix of spring and fall 2008 
seniors - to finish as of Friday, said Edward 
Mills, associate vice president for Enroll- 
ment Management of Student Affairs. 

“First, we are going to send a message out 
to all the students who have applications to 
graduate, but have not received a completed 
evaluation,’ Mills said. 

“Second, (we) figured out how to process a 


batch job for the same group of students to 
run their degree audits. Thus, we should be 
able to tell from that report who looks like 
they are OK and who may still be missing a 
requirement.’ 

Before the end of the week, the office 
should have evaluated the students who may 
want to apply for summer or spring classes. 

“Before the next fall semester, (the backlog) 
will be all taken care of} Mills said. He also 
said students can contact him personally if 
they have questions or concerns. 

But some students feel that nothing can re- 
pair the damage. Not receiving their evalu- 
ations means more than not graduating. 
Royston said she already submitted her ré- 
sumé online to potential employers. 

“With the job market not being so great, 
its difficult taking opportunities and flush- 
ing them down,’ Royston said. She is glad 
she decided to take a semester off before go- 
ing to graduate school; now, she'll need that 


time. 

Shannon Ryan, communication studies 
major, was also alarmed when she didn't 
hear anything from the Degree Evaluations 
Office in almost a year. She said she has to 
come back to Sac State next semester to ob- 
tain half credit in physical education. 

"I filed my graduation application the first 
day they would accept them because I was 
so excited about graduating and wanted to 
make sure I didn’t miss the deadline? Ryan 
said, “I didn't receive any information in the 
mail or e-mail to my MySacState account 
and that really concerned me.” 

After checking in with the office following its 
March close, Ryan discovered it was still finish- 
ing degree audits for last semester’s graduates. 

But the question becomes: How did the 
backlog at the office happen and will it be a 
problem in the future? 

While staff, students and faculty may be 
quick to point fingers in the opposite direc- 


tions, Mills said the problem really started a 
few years ago with budget cuts. 
Several positions were not renewed. When 
Mills arrived last year, he saw what the outcome 
would be and hired more temporary staff for 
initial data entry. With the current budget cuts, 
he wouldn't have been able to hire staff now. 
The evaluation process is three-fold. The 
initial backlog started with the data en- 
try where the SAT scores, transfer credits 
and high school information are compiled. 
Next, the transfer credit evaluators compare 
courses and find out what classes are equiva- 
lent. With only one person for that position 
when he arrived, Mills hired three more. 
The final step requires three to four years of 
experience to process. Out of the 10 on staff 
when the year started, two are on maternity 
leave, one has serious health concerns and 
one relocated. 
The remaining six are processing as fast as 
they can, Mills said. 


Nick Burnett, chair of the Department of 
Communication Studies, said the employees 
are “understaffed and undermanned.” 

Graduating seniors or seniors who should 
have graduated all say students need to be 
pro-active about their degree evaluations. 

“Be aware as a freshman and a sophomore, 
especially as a transfer student; Royston 
said. “Talk to a degree evaluator, academic 
adviser, save and make copies of everything 
you get signed. Know everything you need 
before you get into this school.” 

Burnett is careful before assigning the 
blame regarding evaluations. Sometimes it 
can be the students and sometimes the eval- 
uations office. 

He has seen plenty of students who have 
done everything right and others who 
havent paid attention to their requirements. 

“You have to be your own advocate? he said. 
“You have to be the one to ask questions,”

their competitors by missing the 
debates. 

Candidates for director of Nat- 
ural Sciences and Mathematics 
Christina Steuart and Timothy 
Sirard did not show up for the 
debate on April 16. Their oppo- 
nents Brittany-Arpel Thomas and 
incumbent Fely Sita-Makaba an- 
swered questions before a crowd 
of about 15 students. 

Sirard said in a prior interview 
April 12 he would not be attending 
the debate because it was sched- 
uled during one of his classes. 

“I would like to be there,” Sirard 
said. “I’m not really benefiting my 
college if I'm skipping out on the 
very classes I’m learning about? 

Steuart said she had an exam 
during the debate that she couldn't 
reschedule with the instructor. 
She hoped word of mouth and as- 
sociation with the slate Imagine 
Revolution would allow students 
to learn her platform and goals. 

Raye Majoewsky, candidate for 
director of Social Sciences and 
Interdisciplinary Studies, did 


not show up to a debate April 17 


where competitors Terry Martin 
and Lauren Haley addressed a 
crowd of about 10. - Majoewsky 
could not be reached for comment 
and did not respond to e-mails for 
another interview regarding her 
candidacy. 

Erika Alatorre, assistant director 
for the ASI office of Governmen- 
tal Affairs, said candidates are 
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given the opportunity to attend 
the debates but attendance is op- 
tional. 

Current ASI directors with ex- 
perience in the campaign process 
feel the debates are important to 
students who want to vote. 

ASI President Christina Romero 
said the purpose for the debates 
are “so students can see how 


' knowledgeable the candidates are 


and whether or not they’re good 
representatives for a students 
specific college or even as execu- 
tives within ASI” 

Vice President of University Af- 
fairs Walter Wallace felt the de- 
bates are important for students 
to personally address the candi- 
dates and learn what each slate 
stands for. 

Despite -the perceived impor- 
tance, many students have not at- 
tended the debates held so far. 

Fewer than 20 students showed 
up to each debate held April 15 
through Thursday to hear the 
platforms of candidates for nine 
positions for directors of each col- 
lege at Sacramento State. 

All the colleges including the 
college of Arts and Letters, Busi- 
ness, Education, Engineering 
and Computer Sciences, Gradu- 
ate; Health and Human Services, 
Natural Science and Mathemat- 
ics, Social: Sciences and Interdis- 
ciplinary Studies, and Undeclared 
have a director position on the 
ASI board. 

Debates for the five executive 
officer positions including presi-

dent, executive vice president, 
vice president of Academic Af- 
fairs, vice president of Univer- 
sity Affairs and vice president of 
Finance began Tuesday and will 
continue through Thursday. 

Each Sac State student will be 
able to vote for each executive 
officer and the director for their 
college. 

Romero said a lack of student at- 
tendance at the debates has been 
a pattern in at least the last three 
years she was involved in the ASI 
elections. She said busy schedules 
prevent students from having an 
interest in debates. 

“Lots of times they (students) 
end up passing by a flier or the 
actual debate themselves without 
realizing they're going on.

Spangler also remembers how Ross’ ad- 
miration for her mother shone through 
their conversations in the past year and a 
half of their friendship.

She didn’t talk about too many other 
people; I think her mom was one of the 
most important people in her life.” Spangler 
said. 

The Starbucks where Ross worked has 
been open for 14 years and her manager, 
Nancy Carpenello, said many of the cus- 
tomers are what she likes to call permanent 
fixtures. As soon as the store put Ross’ pic- 
ture up, explaining the accident and accept- 
ing donations, Carpenello recalls an out- 
pour of support. 

“As soon as they put the face with the 
name it clicked - everyone was really sad. 
We are already a close-knit community and 
you get to know your baristas. She has been 
here awhile so they knew who she was. A 
lot of people were asking what we were do- 
ing for her,’ Carpenello said. 

Starbucks is reacting to the tragedy dili- 
gently. They have begun accepting dona- 
tions with cards for Tetrick to help with 


the funeral costs. In addition they are as- - 


sembling numerous baskets with products 
from their store and many others in the sur- 


“We are going to raffle off the baskets and 
hopefully raise enough to help with ex- 
penses. I haven't sat down with her mom 
and set a goal. I only know we want to do 
everything we can,’ Carpenello said. 

The Starbucks where Ross was employed 
also invited all of their employees to wear 
jeans next Friday and donate $5 to a fund 
that will also go to Ross’ family. 

Even after Ross’ death she continued to 
show her giving spirit. One of her greatest 
wishes was to be an organ donor, and a man 
in Arizona received a healthy heart as a re- 
sult of tragedy. 

“I hope I get to meet him someday,’ Tet- 
rick said, as she choked back the tears. “I 
want to tell him what a wonderful heart he 
has.” 

Tetrick was calm and collected as she re- 
called her daughter’s fun-loving spirit. It 
was only when she approached the subject 
of the men involved that she began to show 
her pain. 

“Those firemen sent us the most beautiful 
bouquet of flowers you could imagine. My 
heart goes out to them because there is no 


supposed to save lives, not take them; Tet- 
rick said. 

Around 2 a.m. on April 12 Ross was trav- 
eling westbound on L Street when she al- 
legedly failed to stop at a flashing red light 
at the intersection of 9th and L Streets, said 
Public Information Officer for the Sac- 
ramento Fire Department Jim Doucette. 
Ross’ Honda was struck by a fire engine 
driving southbound on 9th Street with it’s 
lights and sirens on. 

The firemen in the truck responded im- 
mediately in an attempt to save the lives of 
the victims, Doucette said. Once it was de- 


termined the passenger had not survived,- 


they extracted Ross from the car and sent 
her by ambulance to UC Davis Hospital. 

After talking about Ross’ accident Tet- 
rick expressed her care and concern for the 
friends of her daughter. Ross’ selflessness 
shone through her mother when Tetrick 
said how much she hurt when seeing the 
others crying. 

“There were always kids here at my house. 
And now the kids are the ones that break 
my heart. There are a few I am close with 


said. 

Tetrick also mentioned Ross’ love for po- 
etry and talked about the binder Ross kept 
of everything she wrote. 

‘I'm thinking of taking it and making it 
into a little book for her closest friends. A 
lot of people didn’t know that when she was 
hurting she used to write” Tetrick said. 

Ross’ father died when she was 14, which 
left Tetrick as a single mom, with all of her 
family living out of state. 

It became impossible to contain her sor- 
row when Tetrick was finished talking 


. about her daugltter, “the worst part is I’m all 


alone now. She gave all of herself, and this 
world is losing a very special person. She 
would have made such a difference in this 
world.”

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tive Policy. 

External factors cited in the assessment are: decreased public funding, 
increased competition for students among national, global, and in-state 
universities, public and governmental influences, and nationally stag- 
nated salaries. 

Sherry and Booher found that it was internal conflict that was respon- 
sible for creating tension between the two parties. The faculty mem- 
bers who were interviewed perceived the president as “demonstrating 
an overly directive and top-down approach to management,’ and being 

‘cool, detached, dismissive, disrespectful, and blaming” when dealing 
with faculty. 

Administration and faculty, including some faculty senators who were 
interviewed, perceived the Faculty Senate as being “bogged down by mi- 


nutiae, unprepared to address important issues, tardy in making decisions, . 


and unsafe for the free expression of opinions opposed by some Senate 
members perceived to be powerful.” 

The center interviewed 59 faculty and administration members to get a 
sense of what problems existed on campus. 

The interviewees were selected based on various factors, including the 
opinion they held about the no-confidence vote, length of time at Sac State, 
ethnicity and engagement in campus administration. 

The recommendations call for numerous changes to occur, beginning 
with the method in which administration and the faculty discuss problems. 
This will involve leadership- and management-style training sessions. 

James Sobredo, associate professor for the Ethnics Studies Department at 
Sac State and vice chair of the Faculty Senate, said the recommendations of 


othe report were’a nécessary step. 


“We need to find out what the problem is, acknowledge it, and work col- 
laboratively at solving the problem,’ Sobredo said. “Td like to be part of.an 
organization that is healthy.’ 

Bruce Bikle, criminal justice associate professor and chair of the Faculty 
Senate at Sac State, said both sides are committed to working on the prob- 
lems of governance on campus. 
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“There are no guarantees, but | am very optimistic that this 
will work and we can get back to the main goal, 
which is the success of the students.”

“I think we would be remiss in our duties if we didn't step forward and 
try this,’ Bikle said. “There are no guarantees, but I am very optimistic that 
this will work and we can get back to the main goal, which is the success of 
the students,’ 

Gonzalez is also optimistic about the future of the relationship between 
his office and the Faculty Senate. 

“I fully support the recommendations in the assessment report, and I look 
forward to working with the Faculty Senate as we face upcoming challeng- 
es, Gonzalez said in an e-mail. 

“I will continue to work tirelessly to achieve the goals set forth in Destina- 
tion 2010 and the Strategic Plan and to lead this campus toward continued 
academic excellence. The Faculty Senate and the administration share the 
goal of establishing a new era of improved communication and gover- 
nance.” 

Sherry said Sac State administration and faculty have no tools in place to 
handle conflicts. 

~ There are many differences, contrary points of view and strong feelings, 
but no corresponding structures so that people can talk about these issues” 
Sherry said. 

The goal of the assessment and the resulting recommendations is to bring 
a better sense of unity and cooperation to administration and faculty. This 
will be accomplished.through development of cooperative decision-mak- 
ing processes and formulation of a general plan for the future that is agree- 
able to all parties. The initial steps will likely be mediated by the center. 

The recommendations aim to create a productive working relationship 
between faculty and administration to resolve governance issues at Sac 
State. This is a long-term project that is only now in its infancy, but Bikle 
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can already see change. 

“I've noticed a change in the tenor. Everyone realizes the stakes are too 
high to leave it to chance,’ Bikle said. “We need to adapt to the environ- 
ment, or we need to change it.” 

The Faculty Senate has not had the opportunity to discuss the assessment 
officially. This will likely occur today at its meeting. The Faculty Senate will 
discuss the recommendations and vote as to whether it wishes to partici 
pate. | 
Gonzalez and Bikle released a joint statement to the campus community 


- last week that said: “The Assessment Report has been referred to the Fac- 


ulty Senate for their discussion and consideration. We look forward to this 
dialogue. If the Faculty Senate supports the recommendations, we will be 
moving forward to implement the recommendations of the report” 

Some of the changes mentioned in the assessment reach much further 
than dealing with conflict between faculty and administration. The assess- 


ment recommends involving students, staff and alumni in the process of 


deciding the future of the campus. This is to be accomplished through the 
formation of a team represented by all parties. This goal is in line with the 
Sac State Strategic Plan. 

The center will continue its research this summer by interviewing stu- 
dents and staff members. 

The report states that a team of students, staff, faculty and administra- 
tors should be formed to create a “Future of the University” document. 
The document will function like a mission statement, clearly laying out 
goals for the future. The assessment states that “this kind of engagement 
would provide opportunities and structures for discussions among and 
between students, staff, alumni, faculty and administrators.”

Gonzalez and Reed are 
not to blame, so let it go 


This past week several Hornet editors got the 
chance to sit down and chat with both univer- 
sity President Alexander Gonzalez and California 
State University Chancellor Charles Reed. Both 
men professionally and diplomatically answered 
the questions directed at them and did their best 
to express the urgency of the situation that Sacra- 
mento State is in. Besides addressing the potential 
budget cuts to the CSU system and how it would 
directly impact Sac State, Gonzalez opened up and 
discussed other significant issues on campus. 

Gonzalez praised the new emergency notifica- 
tion system that is currently being developed, as 
well as the upcoming Associated Students Inc. 
elections. The emergency notification system 
will enable students to receive text messages and 
e-mails about possible dangers on campus. Gon- 
zalez could not stress the importance of the ASI 
elections enough as well. He believes students 
have to get involved so that they can get the most 
out of this campus. 

He talked about the 40-page document recently 
released by the Center of Collaborative Policy. 
The Assessment Report of Governance, Culture, 
and Climate at California State University, Sac- 
ramento, attempts to explain what factors led to 


tensions on campus and stated that inadequate 
methods of communication between faculty and 
administration was a major contributor to the 
uneasiness at Sac State during the labor dispute 
last year. 

Gonzalez came across as genuine and, at times, 
downright charming. He was open and did not 
defer any questions to his assistants from public 
affairs, except for one technical question about 
the emergency notification system. Considering 
how some in the California Faculty Association 
portrayed him during the contract negotiations 
last year, it was hard to believe that this was the 
same person who received a vote of no confi- 
dence and the subject of numerous campus pro- 
tests. Gonzalez acknowledged that there are still 
disagreements, but communication is much bet- 
ter than.it has been in the past. 

Reed graciously answered any question that 
the Hornet had regarding the CSU system as a 
whole. He discussed the financial hit that the 
CSU system would endure if California kept the 
proposed budget. He also offered ideas to stu- 
dents as to how to convince lawmakers to revise 
the budget. Reed suggested that students take the 
time to visit lawmakers in their home districts. 


He stressed the importance of going there specif- 
ically because, “It lets them know that you vote.’ 
He also questioned the priorities of the state, 
“California is building first-class prisons and sec- 
ond-class universities.” 

Reed assured the Hornet that the CSU system 
would not layoff employees if there were budget 
cuts, however, vacant positions would not be filled 
due to the lack of funds. He also stressed the point 
that the contract that was reached with faculty last 
year would be honored, regardless of what hap- 
pens with the budget in the upcoming months. 
Reed did say that future contracts would need to 
be renegotiated if the CSU budget was slashed. 

Hopefully, future negotiations will not make 
the campus as uncomfortable and unwelcoming 
as last time. There is a lot of time between now 
and the time the budget is finalized. We need to 
believe that the people representing us have our 
best interests at heart. Mistakes have been made 
in the past, no doubt, but both men and count- 
less others in the CSU system are fighting for a 
better future for us. Let’s put our preconceived 
notions about administrators behind us, and un- 
derstand that their job is much harder than cut- 
ting ribbons and smiling at cameras.

According to the AAA fuel gauge re-

_ No easy answers when it 
comes to student parking

It has been said that prog- 
ress is nothing more than the 
exchange of one nuisance for 
another. The University Trans- 
portation and Parking Services 
office is beginning to learn this 
better than anyone. 

Sacramento State is going 
through a number of changes, 
all for the better, including the 
continued construction of a 
new residence hall near the J 
Street side of campus. 

What will eventually be a leap 


forward in student living, how- 


_ ever, is causing problems now 


for UTAPS. 

The new building — whose 
construction is over a portion 
of parking lot No. 2 - took 
away 400 spots in the area, 
forcing UTAPS to make a tough 
decision. Before the fall 2007 
semester, officials eliminated 
regular student parking in the 
lot to make way for more resi- 
dence spots. 

“The students who live on 
campus are a priority for us,” 
said Nancy Fox, senior director 
of UTAPS. “We have opted to: 
make residence parking in close 
proximity to where they live. 
Our philosophy is: When you 


live here, you park close.” 

You can't really argue with 
that logic. There is, however, 
one small problem: Since the 
change, many of the residence 


spots remain empty while the 


_ battle for regular student park- 


ing rages on. 

“If it was needed, I would un: 
derstand,” said Cozette Roberts, 
sophomore theatre and journal- 
ism major, about the parking 
changes. “But it’s not. That lot is 
never full” 

The abundance of empty park- 
ing spaces in lot No. 2 hasn't 
gone unnoticed by UTAPS of- 
ficials either. 

“We needed to make sure we 
had plenty of space for people 
who live (there) and it turns 
out we had too much,” said Fox. 
“We acknowledge that.” 

As a result, a work order 
has been placed to convert 30 
residence parking spots over to 
regular student parking and an 
additional 10 to faculty spots. 
The parking spaces should be 
ready before the fall semester 
begins. 

Thirty spots might not be 
enough, but it’s a start. 

“I don't think it is going to do 
much to alleviate (the park- 
ing problem), but I think it is a 
step in the right direction,” said 
Marcella Mojibi, speech pathol- 
ogy graduate student. 

“The truth of the matter is, 
other than giving us the spots 


that they are, there really isn't ! 
much you can do to fix parking 
on that side of campus. I think 
they are giving us all they can.’ 

There is the problem. There 
isn't anything more UTAPS 
can do. Officials can give back * 
parking spaces, but will it ever 
be enough? 

University officials are palin 
the push to build a bigger and 7 
better Sac State, but the only » 
places left to expand are in the. 
parking lots; it’s the campus’ 
only unconquered land. 

This puts quite the squeeze on 
UTAPS, because once you build 
over parking lots, Fox said, you 
don't get those spots back. 

So, what does this mean to us 
as students? 

I hate to say this, but unless 
we want to curb the future 
potential of Sac State, students 
are simply going to have to deal 
with the parking issues that 
arise along the way. 

It looks like UTAPS won't be 
the only one dealing with the 


nuisance of progress.

“Tf the legislature doesn’t invest in 
you, they are turning their backs on 
Californias future,’ Gonzalez told 
the crowd. 

In the past 10 years CSU under- 
graduate student fees increased by 
86.4 percent from $1,890 per year 
in 1998-99 to $3,523 in 2007-08. 

CSU spokesperson Paul Brown- 
ing said the CSU Chancellor's Of- 
fice knows that keeping student fees 
low is important in order to ensure 
students access to the university sys- 
tem. The problem is that the CSU 


School Year: 
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has only two sources of funding, 
the state's general fund and student 
fees, he said. 

“The Chancellor's Office does not 
want to hinder access to the univer- 
sity, but sometimes fee increases are 
necessary, Browning said. 

In the last five years the CSU sys- 
tem has absorbed $566 million in 
state budget cuts, losing $326 mil- 
lion in fiscal year 2003-04 and $240 
million in 2004-05. 

Even with a fee hike of 10 percent this 
year, the CSU system would still be one 
of the least expensive public four-year 
universities, Browning said. 

A 2007 MSN.com survey 
ranked the CSU as the third

least expensive public, four-year 
universities. According to the 
survey, the University of Ne- 
vada was the cheapest followed 
by Florida State University. 

Lila Jacobs, California Faculty 
Association Sac State Chapter 
president said that budget cuts 
combined with fee increases 
have students paying more for 
fewer services. Increased class 
sizes and fewer course selections 
have an effect on the quality of 
education received by CSU stu- 
dents, she said. 

“Professors can't teach 60 stu- 
dents in a class the same way they 
could teach 40,” Jacobs said.

Grima said. 

The Trustees will discuss fee 
increases for the 2008-09 school 
year at its May 15-16 meeting in 


Long Beach. 

Grima believes that the pro- 
posed budget cuts and fee in- 
creases can be stopped by put- 
ting pressure on the governor 
and the legislature. 

‘A lot depends on students,’ 
Grima said. “Whether or not 
they are going to take some time 
and make the effort to show up 
to events like this one.” 

On Monday, approximately 50 
Sac State students joined Grima 
and more than 2,000 University 
of California, CSU and commu- 
nity college students in a march 
from Raley Field in West Sac- 
ramento to the State Capitol to 
protest the proposed budget cuts 
and fee increases. 

Lt. Gov. John Garamendi, 
whose office worked with stu- 
dent groups to organize the 
event, marched with students to 
show his support. 

“There is no more important 
investment for California than 
students, Garamendi told the 
students gathered at the Capitol’s 
north steps. “You are the intellec- 
tual infrastructure of California.” 





Fabian Nunez, Senate President 
pro Tem Don Perata, Assembly 
members Julia Brownley and An- 
thony Portantino and state Sen. 
Darrell Steinberg who all assured 
the students that funding higher 
education in California is their 
priority and students’ concerns are 
being heard.

Earth: Sac State hosts the exhibit for the first time 
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The purpose of the “Art with the Earth in Mind” ex- 
hibit was to draw attention to the issues currently af- 
fecting our planet, including nature, global warming, 
overpopulation and the West Nile virus, which recently 
reached the West Coast. 

Susanne Cole, a member of Sac State's Renaissance So- 
ciety — an organization for retired professionals to gather 
and study among their peers — heard about the show 
from a fellow member and was at the reception. 

“T’ve never been to this gallery before, so I thought I'd 
stop by, Cole said. “Tt looks very nice, with very diverse 
pieces and it is all beautifully displayed” 

The shows curator and part-time Sac State faculty 
member, Sue Anne Foster, said the show was unique be- 
cause the artists created their work to draw attention to 
our planet, and our need to take care of it. 

“I hope the pieces stimulate interest and ideas,’ Foster 
said. “Its great because people can come together onia 
common expfession, and you dont always get that at 
other galleries.’ 

This is the first time that Sac State has hosted a gal- 
lery show for Earth Day, and Foster said she hopes it will 
spread more knowledge to the community about how 
important it is to sustain our Earth. 

The show also featured work by second-grade students 
at Glenwood Elementary school, where Foster teaches 








art. The students have been learning line and shape in 
their art classes and are happy to know their pieces are 
on display, Foster said. 

Members of the Creative Arts League of Sacramento 
— a non-profit organization that works to promote fine 
craft artists throughout Northern California — were also 
at the reception. 

Member Dianne Mattar, an avid art collector and 
painter herself, was at the reception to see what was on 
display. 

“Its pretty exciting that so many people are involved 
in the show, Mattar said. “The pieces are breathtaking; 
they all have very tactical messages.” 

There were several pieces that conveyed those mes- 
sages very directly, including a piece by community art- 
ist Gretchen Ryan. Her piece displayed a man standing 
up with one hand, hooked by chains toa CD. The man 
was made entirely of technological parts, including keys, 
nails and computer chips. 

Entitled “Man Where Art thou Soul,’ it: was created to 


show that moreand-more people are tied to techn echnology, 


such as cell phones, giving less time to relationships and 
inner growth. 

Mattar credits her influence in the arts to her mentors 
Gretchen Ryan and Ann Bradley, who both had pieces 
on display for the exhibit. 

Cathie Andrews, also a member of the Creative Arts 
League of Sacramento, had her work on display for the

exhibit. 

Entitled “Frog; her piece was a whimsical representa- 
tion of a toad and the underlying message she was try- 
ing to convey was that many of Earth’s animals are be- 
coming endangered species, including frogs in some 
parts of the world. 

“I hoped it would make a connection to somebody 
and they would realize that they are in danger and be 
endeared by it,’ Andrews said. 

One of the pieces submitted into the exhibit by Sac State 
student Chad McLean was not your typical piece of art. 

A graduating government major, McLean said when 
he saw the flier for the exhibit, he knew he wanted to 
create a piece that would represent the Earth and how 
people are constantly consuming its resources. 

Entitled “Going Green,” McLean's piece consisted of 
a large patch of soil with grass. Next to the soil was an 
intravenous tube that was inserted into the center of 
the soil that slowly sustained it with water. The grass 
was. as thriving and growing green where the needle was 
inserted into the soil; on the outer edges of the soil 
where there was little to no contact with the sustaining 
water, the grass was brown and dying. 

McLean explained that his piece showed the simi- 
larities between humans and Earth. 

When someone is sick and sent to the hospital, doc- 
tor's give them an IV tube. Ifthe Earth is sick, we must 
take care of it in the same way, McLean said.

“It all represents sustainable agricultural technolo-: 


gy, McLean added. “We've had a lot of technological 
advancements from the Earth, and this piece shows 
us using some of that technology to give back just as 
much as we are taking” 

McLean said this was his first show exhibiting a 
piece of his art and his main goal was to incorporate 
his political ideas and give them a physical represen- 
tation, while keeping it as simple as possible. 

“I just want to get the message across,’ McLean 
said. “A lot of people say it’s very literal and sparks a 
lot of conversations.” 

Earth Day began in 1962 as an idea from U.S. Sena- 
tor Gaylord Nelson. Troubled by the fact that there 
were no discussions about the state of our environ- 
ment, Nelson took it upon himself to make it an issue 
and draw people's attention to it. 

It took over six years before Nelson's idea’s even- 
tually became recognized. Earth Day was officially 
recognized in late 1969. During its first year in 1970, 
more than 20 million people participated.

From practice to in-game situations, the Hornets 
stress smart batting and the offensive statistics 
show it. 

“The majority of practice is hitting. We watch a 
lot of video on previous games and opponents, hit 
live against our pitchers and prepare an offensive 
game plan, Hoyt said. 

Six players on the team have a batting average of 
more than .300, three have more than 30 runs bat- 
ted in and six women have at least 35 hits. 

Junior Jamie Schloredt is leading the Hornet of- 
fensive charge, and she agrees with the importance 
of practice in relation to good hitting. 

“We do a lot of front-toss batting practice. It puts 
you in different situations, and we do a lot of live 
batting,” Schloredt said. “It’s easier to transfer it to 
game situations.” : 

Scholredt is currently first on the team in 
homeruns and second on the team in RBI. 

Having such a productive offense as the Hornets 


do, it not only helps in gain- 
ing leads but also in coming 
back from behind. 

In a recent game against 
conference opponent Port- 
land State, the Hornets man- 
aged to erase a six-run deficit 
en route to a 13-7 win. 

“You just can’t count us out 
of any ball game until it’s 
finally over, because we've 
shown on more than one oc- 
casion the ability to overcome 
deficits and pound on opponents,” Strahan said.

from a scale of one through five and he graded 
his athletes by how much effort they put into 
the study hall. Katz sits with the team to offer 
advice and help, especially within the realm 
of essays and compositions, and if an athlete 
made full use of the time to study and complete 
homework, Katz graded him highly and wrote 
the opposite for an athlete who displayed lack- 
luster performance and effort. 

In addition to getting acquainted with his 
team, Katz also had other things to grind 
through within the administrative side of his 
job. 

“He had to hit the ground running,’ Deputy 
Director of Athletics Bill Macriss said. 

Although every morning from 6 to 7:30 is for 
study hall and every afternoon from 3 p.m. and 
onward is dedicated to practice, every other 
minute of the day for his first two weeks has 
been packed with meetings and events. Katz 
has been busy attending academic adviser ses- 


sions to determine the status of his players to’ 


being present at his own introduction ceremo- 
ny at the Radisson Hotel and even attending 
the Distinguished Alumni Service Awards. 
Balancing his players’ academic, athletic and 
personal needs with constant analysis and 
evaluations of his team to ensure productive 
recruiting coupled with a hectic introduc- 


Macriss said Katz hasnt had any time to ease 
himself into.the job, but said Katz understands 
the pace he’s going through and others under- 
stand what he’s going through. 

And coming from the junior college level, 
Katz also had the NCAA D-I Coaches Certifi- 
cation Test looming over his head. Despite the 
hectic schedule, Katz aced the test with a per- 
fect score, which Macriss said was an impres- 
sive feat because of the difficulty of the-test: The 
certification test allows Katz to be recognized 
by the NCAA as a coach and, among other 


things, conduct off-campus recruiting. His first 
action after passing the test was to recruit one 
of his former San Joaquin Delta College play- 


ers, Aaron Wilson, on April 16. 


Macriss said Katz is a coach who wont settle 
for less and is willing to push hard to get the 
results he wants and that great attitude is some- 
thing the program needs.

“Coach Abbott makes practice a lot more fun than our previous coach did. 
He is a lot younger and energetic so he can keep up with us, which makes us 
like coming to practice,’ said senior distance runner Jeffrey Paneda, who is 
leading the conference in the 800 meter run and fourth in the 1500 meter 
run. 

Currently three Hornet distance runners are in the top five positions in the

Another big part of the team’s success is its unity. 

“Everything is more crucial. We care about everyone. There are no individu- 
als on this team. When I would be in a race I used to get nervous, but now | 
am more comfortable because I hear my teammates cheering for me,’ Vogl 
said. 

What also helped the distance runners get ready to compete hard was their 
willingness to get better. Paneda said at the end of last year the distance run- 
ners made a’commitment to go out next season to do better and practice 
harder. 

“We want to help the sprinters out and felt like we werent doing our part for 
scoring in the championships. We felt like the weakest link. Now we practice 
harder - we do not want to be the weak link any more,’ said junior Kristina 
Holtz, who is the women’s conference leader in the steeplechase. 

The lady Hornets mean business too. Along with Holtz leading the way, 
freshman Renisha Robinson is also conference leader in the 800 meter run 
(No. 2-ranked freshman in the country, and ranked 14th in the nation over- 
all). Senior Tiffany Hall is making a name for herself, transferring from San 
Jose State to join the Hornets and making the top five in the 1500 meter run.

The recent announcement of the Sac State Jazz Singers receiv- 
ing the 2008 award for Best Collegiate Vocal Jazz Group by 
DownBeat magazine is guaranteed to bring a buzz around Sac 
States talent-filled program. 

DownBeat is like the Rolling Stones of jazz publications. The 
receipt of this award marks the fifth honor for the program in 
the past four years. 

Winners of coveted DownBeat awards can hope for a bright 
future in the music industry. Previous winners include singer 
Norah Jones and Julia Dollison, acclaimed New York jazz singer 
and current Sac State instructor of applied jazz voice. 

“A lot of musicians who are well-known now and are putting 
out good stuff in jazz were also DownBeat winners as students,’ 
said Kerry Marsh, director of the Vocal Jazz Studies program. 

Marsh, a Kansas native, began instructing at Sac State in 2003 
and, with the help of Dollison who joined two years later, has 
transformed the Jazz Vocal program into what it is today — an 


The awards are chosen based on recorded submissions from 
colleges all across the United States and parts of Canada. 

Instructing these students can be a challenge, but Marsh leads 
his students with the underlying passion built into his persona. 

“I love chords. I love harmony,’ Marsh said. “I am drawn to jazz 
because of its complexity, because of its honesty and its sponta- 
neity.

The Jazz Vocal program at Sac State is organized into three 
choirs — the aforementioned Sac State Jazz Singers, C-Sus, an in- 
termediate ensemble, and Vox 2, a beginners Jazz Vocal group.

Marsh recruited Southern Califor- 
nia-native Jessica Clemons to join 
about five years ago when she was 
a junior in high school. Clemons is 
not only the lead soprano in the jazz 
singers group, but one of two leader 
students Marsh mentioned as going 
above and beyond. 

Clemons stunning voice cannot be 
mistaken and is the highlight in all 
three audio submissions to Down- 
Beat that garnered the 2008 award 
for the Jazz Singers. / 

Clemons is classically trained in 
voice and grew up aspiring to be an 
actress and singer in Los Angeles. 

“In my sophomore year of high 
school I joined the new vocal jazz 
group, Clemons said. “From there, 
it clicked and I knew I wanted to do 
this.” 

Marsh pursued Clemons’ voice,

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people have become aware of it and we 
both have an urgent need to build a new 
environmental movement,’ Wright said. 

Wright said people should come and lis- 
ten to his speech because it will be a great 
opportunity to learn about global warm- 
ing and other challenges and to talk and 
ask questions. 

Wright has been an environmental ac- 
tivist and teacher for more than 30 years. 
He's done research in Brazil and Mexico 
and is the co-founder of the Environmen- 
tal Students Organization. 

“I’ve done a lot of work to try to improve 
international communication about envi- 
ronmentalist issues,” Wright said. 

Wright is officially retired but has been 
teaching part time. However, after this se- 
mester Wright will be leaving Sacramento 
State to do some traveling with his wife. 

Stevens describes Wright as someone 
who isn't just a good scholar but someone 
who really wants to make a difference. 

“He's not just working for his own ego 
but to make a difference. I’m going to live 
my life the same way,” Stevens said. 

On-campus events to celebrate Earth 

Day included an art exhibit. The art ex- 
hibit featured 27 eco-themed art pieces. 
The pieces were be displayed in Kadema 
Hall’s Witt Gallery. 
‘The Environmental Students Organi- 
zation also be hosted The Second String 
Quintet, a band from Stockton. According 
to the organization, the music was “a mix 
of soul,. blues, jazz and just plain old-time, 
feel-good music.” The band performed 
live in the Serna Plaza on the April 21. 

Hegde said the organization will also be 
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providing information about preserving 
Earth and to educate people about the en- 
vironment. 

“We're all members of society and the 
earth involves everyone. We need to all 
take care of the resources we have and it 
all affects everyone equally. You might 
say it's not important but it is in the long 
run, Hegde said. 

Hegde, who has visited her native India a 
few times, said Americans take for grant- 
ed their resources, such as clean water. 

“In India, they can only turn on water 
a certain time of the day and that’s it,” 
Hegde said. 

To learn how to appréciate Earth and the 
resources it has provided for us, Hegde 
and Stevens encourage people to come to 
the events or to become a part of the Envi- 
ronmental Students Organization. There 
is no club member fee to join. Instead, 
the organization does fundraisers such 
as selling plants and accepts donations to 
help fund the club. 

“We take people on field trips so they 
can see how beautiful Earth is right now,” 
Stevens said. 

Another event is a movie screening of 
“Oil on Ice,” an hour-long documentary 
on the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge, 
how Americans choose to deal with en- 
ergy issues and the Gwich’in people who 
get caught in the middle of it all. 

“If you want some free snacks and also 
learn about what everyone is talking 
about, maybe you can actually see it from 
a native's perspective,’ Hegde said. 

The film will take place in the Univer- 
sity Union at 1 p.m. on May 1. Stephen
